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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 
of  Haltwhistle  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1970. 

Sufficient  has  been  said  in  previous  forewords  to  make 
a detailed  description  of  the  District  tedious  and  unnecessary. 
The  economy  has  changed  little  during  the  year  and  is  un- 
likely to  change  quickly.  The  town  of  Haltwhistle  grows 
slowly,  as  all  Council  house  building  is  concentrated  there 
and  there  is  a satisfactory  diversity  of  employment,  while 
the  villages  are  slowly  losing  population  to  the  town  or  further 
afield,  as  they  offer  little  prospects  of  employment  beyond 
farming.  The  beauty  and  peacefulness  of  the  district  are  a 
considerable  asset,  apart  from  the  tourist  attractions  of  the 
Roman  Wall  and  the  new  excavations  at  Vindolanda,  and 
the  number  of  visitors  is  expected  to  increase.  The  future  of 
the  Alston  line  remains  doubtful,  depending  as  it  does  on 
Government  subsidy,  but  in  the  absence  of  an  adequate  al- 
ternative road  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  line  will  not  be  closed. 
The  environmental  services  have  been  so  improved  that  they 
call  for  little  comment.  Mains  water  has  been  supplied  where 
it  is  possible,  and  modern  sewage  disposal  facilities  have  been 
or  will  soon  be  provided  wherever  the  cost  is  reasonable  and 
in  some  places  where  it  might  not  be  so  considered.  The 
housing  situation  in  general  is  satisfactory,  although  some 
further  building  is  contemplated.  When  re-organisation  comes 
as  seems  certain  the  Council  will  bring  to  the  new  authority 
a viable  and  well  serviced  district  whose  condition  must  give 
them  satisfaction. 

The  mid-year  population  is  estimated  at  6,780  a decrease 
of  70  from  the  pievious  year,  while  the  number  of  deaths 
exceeded  the  number  of  birth;  by  10.  The  birth  rate  is  rather 
lower  than  the  national  average  and  the  death  rate  slightly 
over  this  figure,  but  the  differences  are  minimal.  There  was 
one  infant  death,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  13.0  per 
1,000  live  births  against  the  national  figure  of  18.0,  and 
favourable  though  the  local  figure  is  it  shows  by  how  much 
a single  death  weighs  heavily  where  the  number  of  births  is 
small.  All  but  20  of  the  deaths  were  of  people  aged  65  or  over, 
and  all  but  30  of  people  over  75,  and  the  most  frequent  causes 
of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  Such  a 
high  proportion  of  deaths  in  old  age  is  gratifying,  but  it  in- 
dicates also  tiie  large  proportion  of  older  people  in  the  com- 
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mnnity  for  whose  welfare  the  Council  is  increasingly  pio- 
viding. 

Comment  on  infectious  disease  and  methods  for  its 
prevention  was  at  one  time  a major  part  of  an  Annual  Re- 
port, but  this  is  no  longer  so.  During  1970  the  only  notifications 
were  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  9 of  Measles.  There  were 
no  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Although  it  is  not  notifiable,  undulant  fever  can  occur 
through  drinking  milk  from  a cow  infected  with  Brucella 
abortus.  For  this  reason  routine  sampling  of  milk  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  for  some  years,  with 
negative  results.  In  1970,  however,  one  routine  sample  was 
positive  and  detailed  investigation  revealed  three  infected 
animals  which  were  slaughtered.  Another  positive  result  was 
reported  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  in  this  case  one 
infected  animal  was  indentified  and  destroyed.  More  cannot 
be  asked  of  a farmer  than  that  he  isolate  an.  infected  animal 
and  discontinue  the  use  for  human  consumption  of  milk  from 
an  infected  cow,  and  it  is  very  creditable  that  in  these  cases 
the  safer  policy  was  adopted  even  though  compensation  for 
slaughter  is  not  paid. 

While  no  Council  houses  were  built  during  1970  it  was 
a year  of  preparation  for  a considerable  addition  to  housing 
for  the  elderly.  At  Greenholme  Road  there  are  32  houses 
under  the  supervision  of  a warden,  though  not  offering  the 
other  facilities  of  sheltered  accommodation,  and  it  is  planned 
to  build  a futher  16.  At  Holme  Terrace  it  is  proposed  to 
build  fully  sheltered  accommodation  in  the  form  of  17  flats, 
with  in  addition  10  bungalows.  These  schemes  will  do  much 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  number  of  older  people  in 
the  community,  and  continues  the  excellent  record  of  the 
Council  in  this  respect.  Although  no  new  houses  were  built, 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  further  houses  will  be  built  except  in 
II  alt  whistle,  the  loss  of  older  houses,  particularly  in  the 
villages,  that  would  not  have  been  replaced  has  been  avoided 
by  the  generous  use  of  improvement  grants.  Well  over  500 
have  been  so  improved  and  now  provide  satisfactory  accom- 
modation. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  system  whereby  the 
Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  as  statutory 
water  undertakers,  take  regular  samples  of  water  and  remedy 
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any  defects,  while  the  Health  Department  provide  similar 
services  for  the  relatively  few  private  and  proposed  supplies. 
Work  on  the  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Halt- 
whistle  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  while  the  joint 
scheme  with  Border  Rural  District  Council  is  still  under 
negotiation  Ministry  approval  was  given  to  the  proposed  new 
schemes  for  Slaggyford,  Knaresdale,  Lambley,  Woodhouse 
and  Plenmeller.  These  are  the  only  remaining  schemes  that 
require  to  be  implemented  and  although  the  cost  is  relatively 
high  they  will  complete  the  provision  of  modern  sewage  dis- 
posal facilities  throughout  the  District. 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
continue  to  take  an  active  interest  in  all  matters  affecting 
the  health  of  the  community  and  I am  grateful  for  their 
encouragement  and  support.  I am  similarly  grateful  to  the 
Clerk  and  other  officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  and 
to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in  whose  capable  hands  is 
the  day  to  day  work  of  the  Department.

WATER  SUPPLY 


During  the  year,  in  conjunction  with  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company,  95  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination,  89  being  from,  public  supplies 
and  6 from  private  supplies. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  one  sample 
taken  from  the  public  supply  at  Halton-lea-Gate  fell  below 
the  accepted  standard.  The  Halton-lea-Gate  supply  is  per- 
manently chlorinated  manually,  but  because  of  the  consider- 
able variation  of  flow  caused  by  heavy  rainfall  it  is  difficult 
to  strike  a balance  between  under  and  over  chlorination,  and 
on  rare  occasions  a poor  sample  is  obtained.  In  this  particular 
instance  the  Company  immediately  increased  the  chlorination 
and  subsequent  check  samples  gave  satisfactory  results 

Including  new  houses  12  additional  properties  were 
connected  to  the  public  mains  during  the  year.

Council  House  Applications 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  110  applications  for 
general  purpose  houses  and  63  for  aged  persons  dwellings. 

Although  no  new  council  houses  were  built,  13  families 
were  rehoused  during  the  year  as  a result  of  casual  vacancies, 
9 into  general  purpose  houses,  and  4 into  aged  persons  dwell- 
ings. By  exchanges  of  tenancies  and  transfers  8 families 
were  moved  into  houses  more  suitable  to  their  needs. 
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Improvement  Grants 

49  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  received 
during  the  year,  the  highest  number  in  any  year  since  the 
introduction  of  the  system  in  1949.  Of  the  49  properties  in- 
volved 34  were  owner  occupied  and  15  were  tenanted.  Grants 
amounting  to  £21,585  were  approved. 

During  the  year,  works  of  improvement  were  completed 
in  respect  of  41  properties  and  grants  amounting  to  £19,261 
were  passed  for  payment. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  the  total 
number  of  houses  for  which  grant  approval  has  been  given 
is  437.  Of  this  number  313  were  for  owner  occupied  properties 
and  124  for  rented  houses,  5 of  these  being  council  owned. 

Standard  Grants 

7 applications  for  standard  grant  were  received  during 
the  year,  all  of  which  were  approved. 

During  the  year  standard  amenities  were  provided  in 
6 properties  and  grants  amounting  to  £800  were  passed  for 
payment. 

Since  this  type  of  grant  was  introduced  in  1960,  114 
houses  have  been  provided  with  standard  amenities  which 
they  previously  lacked.  Of  these  properties  65  were  owner 
occupied  and  49  were  tenanted,  16  of  the  latter  being  council 
owned.

Milk 

Routine  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  regularly 
throughout  the  year  by  the  County  Health  Department  from 
all  dealers  who  sell  milk  in  the  area.  Samples  have  also  been 
regularly  taken  of  all  milk  supplied  to  schools.  23  samples 
were  taken,  13  of  which  were  of  milk  supplied  to  schools. 

Brucellosis 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/66 
routine  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  from  the  herds  at 
all  farms  in  the  district  from  which  untreated  milk  is  sold 
by  retail,  13  samples  were  taken  12  of  which  gave  negative 
results  on.  the  ring  test  for  brucella.  In  the  case  of  the  one 
herd  from  which  positive  results  were  obtained  a complete 
investigation  was  carried  out  by  the  farmer’s  own  veterin- 
ary surgeon.  Of  the  17  animals  in  the  herd  three  were  iden- 
tified as  giving  positive  reactions.  These  were  immediately 
removed  from  the  herd  and  slaughtered.  Subsequent  samples 
taken  from  the  herd  gave  negative  results. 

During  the  year  a notification  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  that  a sample  of 
milk  taken  from  a producer  in  this  area  was  stated  to  be 
positive  for  brucella.  Enquiries  were  made  at  the  farm  con- 
cerned, and  as  a result  of  investigations  carried  out  one  cow 
which  gave  a positive  re-action  was  withdrawn  from  the 
herd  and  slaughtered.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  and  collections  are  made  from  practically  all  the 
reasonably  accessible  properties  in  the  district. 

A 12  cubic  yard  Karrier  Bantam  rear  loader,  purchased 
in  August  1965,  operated  by  a driver  and  two  loaders  is  used 
to  collect  from  Haltwhistle  Town  and  Plenmeller.  The  Country 
district  (Gilsland,  Greenhead,  Redburn,  Melkridge,  Bardon 
Mill,  Thorngrafton,  Beltingham,  Henshaw,  Slaggyford,  Park 
Village,  Coanwood,  Kellah,  Lambley,  Halton-le-Gate  and 
Whitfield)  is  served  by  a 7 cubic  yard  Ford/Eagle,  side  loader 
purchased  in  May  1969,  and  operated  by  a driver  and  one 
loader. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  some  2,100  houses,  approxim- 
ately 90%  of  the  inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  and  by 
estimated  weight  2,700  tons  of  refuse  are  collected  and 
disposed  of  yearly. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plenmeller  with  the  exception 
of  one  half  day’s  refuse  per  week  which  is  tipped  at  Lambley. 
The  Council  employ  a full  time  tip  attendant,  but  this  man 
has  to  be  used  as  a relief  loader  in  times  of  sickness  and  at 
holiday  periods.
